Reporter’s Activity. 

The total of returns as made by 
the taxpayers was $49,780 and, as 
fixed by the board, is $138,580.

Another on His Thirty-Third 
Visit to Institution, Superin- 
tendent Reports. 

As a testimonial to the affection 
in which the City Workhouse is 
held by some of its inmates, Supt. 
Morgan’s report, submitted today 
to the Director of Public Welfare, 
that one man 


mentions the fact 
is serving his fortieth term, and 


another his thirty-third term, in 
the institution. 

Of those committed during the 
past fiscal year, 892 have been 
first offenders, 108 second offen- 
ders, 78 third offenders, 27 fourth, 
17 fifth, and smaller numbers 
ranging upward in number of sen- 
tences served, to the two men men- 
tioned. 

As to age, 109 of those commit- 
ted during the year were under 20 
vears, 477 between 20 and 30, 373 
between 30 and 40, 226 between 
40 and 50, and 133 were past 50. 

With 1280 discharged and 1309 
admitted in the year, the number 
of inmates on March 31, which was 
258, showed an increase of 29 over 
the year before. The daily cost of 
keeping the prisoners was $1.44 
a head, 5 cents more than the 
year before. The Workhouse, with 
expenditures of $127,754.88, and 
credits, for work done for the city, 
of $131,823.14, showed net earn- 
ings of $4068.26 for the year. This 
was much less than the previous 
year, when the showing of net 
earnings was $13,120, and a chief 
cause of this decrease, the super- 
intendent says, was.the bad weath- 
er, Which reduced the working 
time in the big quarry. [he laun- 
dry, carpenter and blacksmith shop 
are other large activities.

BERLIN, April 15.—Hugo Stin- 
nes’ fortune is left to his widow, 
Claire Stinnes (nee Wagenknecht),

The eldest son, Dr. Edmund Hugo 
Stinnes, will direct the properties in 


the Ruhr and -Rhineland, while 
Hugo Hermann Stinnes will oversee 
the family’s interests at the head- 
quarters in Berlin and care for the 
shipping and foreign properties. 

Stinnes’ advice to his widow and 
children, given while on his death- 
bed, was “to stick together’ and 
work for thé common good.

Officers from 
his South American liners stood 
shoulder to shoulder with mine 
workers from the Ruhr.

obstacles are believed to exist. 


As has been told, the board has 
specified Willite, which is sheet 
asphalt with a hardening admix- 
ture of cépper sulphate, for more 
than one-fourth of this year's 
street construction program. It did 
this after President Kinsey of the 


Board and Commissioner Fisk of 
the Streets and Sewers Depart- 
ment had made a trip to Califor- 
nia, as the guests of the Willite 
manufacturers, to inspect roads 
constructed with that material. 
Heman’s Charges. 

Five of the street construction 
jobs for which Willite was speci- 
fied were Botanical, Castleman 
Cleveland and Flad avenues, from 
Grand boulevard to Tower Grove 
avenue, and Loughborough avenue, 
from Gravois avenue to Moellen- 
hoff street. The bids for these 
streets were opened recently, and 
the Central Paving Co. was found 
to be the lowest bidder. President 
Heman of the Trimidad Co. has 
charged that the Central Paving 
Co. has an “inside’’ price on Willite, 
and that other firms cannot com- 
pete, at the prices charged them by 
the Missouri Willite Co. The offi- 
cials of the WillKte and Central 
companies have denied any such 
arrangement. 

Heman’s proposal, filed today, 
states that if the Board will change 
its specification to read “sheet as- 
phalt,”’ he will submit bids at least 
$40,000 less in the aggregate than 
the present bids of the Central Co. 
for the five. streets. The legal 
question involved is whether the 
specifications can be changed with- 
out beginnine anew and repeating 
the work of laying out benefit dis- 
tricts. 

C. H. Beckman of 3635 Botanical 
avenue, an interested property 
owner, appeared in support of He- 
man’s proposal. In a discussion 
with Beckman and Hemag, Presi- 
dent Kinsey said that he was gatis- 
fied thatgWillite Was worth more 
than sheet asphalt, but that he 
would not favor, for that reason, 
any burdensome cost of construc- 
tion. He said that the price on 
Willite in these cases was no high- 
er than prices which Heman’s com- 
pany has charged recently for 
sheet asphalt. He asked Heman if 
he would promise to make all his 
future bids lower, and Heman said 
each case would have to be con- 
sidered separately. He declined to 
accept a $40,000 check* proffered 
by Heman as carnest of his pro- 
posal, saying he would have to get 
the legal question settled first.

English Inspector Says Aviator 
Landed in Channel When 
Engine Failed. 


By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, April 15.—The re- 


sult of the investigations made by 
the Air Ministry’s inspector of ac- 
cidents into the cause of the death 


of Lawrence B. Sperry, the Ameri- 
can aviator, who fell with his air- 
plane into the English Channel on 
Dec, 13, last, and was drowned, 
was announced by the ministry to- 
day. The announcement read: 
“The pilot was forced to alight 
in the s°. owing to the complete 
failure of his engine. He was sub- 
sequently drowned in an attempt 
to swim ashore. The failure of the 
engine was due to warping and 
the consequent seizure of the valves 
of the top cylinder, followed by a 
displacement of the tappet rod.”

J imivee, naphtha soap may be 

used to good advantage with 
cold or lukewarm water, for the 
naphtha helps loosen the dirt in 
the clothes. 

Dirt is removed more quickly and 
with less danger to silk, wool, and 
all colored and delicate fabrics if 
the soap is well dissolved in the 
water rather than rubbed on. Many 
housekeepers use a solution or jel- 
ly made by heating one pound of 
soap in five gallons of water, and 
add enough of this to the water to 
make suds. A more 
solution to be used only for white 
cottons and linens may be made 
with one-half pound. of soap and 
one-quarter pound of soda to five 
gallons of water: Soap solutions 
keep indefinitely if covered to pre- 
vent evaporation. Chipped or 
flaked soaps dissolve easily in hot 
water without special heating and 
are convenient for use in the boil- 
er, the washing machine, or for oc- 
casional fine laundering. They can
